B,, °* nr <‘ coming into such Im 
portnnee «„ a result of the critical 
feed situation that one farmer even 
I wanted to know how he could move 
a concrete silo Instead of building an 
other. 

Extremely dry weather and the 
chinch bugs have combined to reduce 
the amount of hay and other forage 
that are normally atored for winter 
live utock consumption. But on farms 
with silo*, this loss can he overcome 
nt least partially by putting up addl- 
tlonnl silage. Corn planted or re¬ 
planted too late to mature for grain 
will make good silage. Furthermore, 
such chinch-hug resistant crops ns 
sunflowers, soybeans and cowpeas may 
he made Into silage. Where grain 
sorghum Is grown this, too, may serve 
as a substitute for the more common 
corn silage. 

If a new silo of any kind Is to he 
built, there are certain things that 1 
must be kept in mind. In the first 
place, the structure should he strong 
enough so that It will not burst under 
great pressure. It should bo smooth 
on the Inside so that the ensilage will I 
settle freely, and leak-proof so that ' 
the Juices will not seep awny and air | 
enter to cause spoilage. The silo 
should he economical, of ample ca¬ 
pacity. storm and fire-proof and attrac- | 
tlve. The latter feature may not be 
essential, but It will add to Its value ' 
a> a permanent Improvement In the 
farm building group. 

Whether or not n silo Is necessary , 
on most farms is, of course, debatable 
in some cases. However, with the in- 
creased difficulty of earning a liveli¬ 
hood out of the soil because of keen 
competition, Insect pests, drouth and i 
floods. Jute freezes and early frosts, 
the silo Is becoming increasingly Im 
portant in farm operations. 

It is admitted that silo tilling is hard 
work, but it is all done in a few days. 
Then, after the task is completed, the 
farmer has available, in n 100 -ton silo, 
sufficient feed to carry a herd of 25 
cows through the winter feeding pe¬ 
riod with enough silage left over for 
four to six weeks feed during the sum¬ 
mer when pastures are short.

Grass Halts Soil Erosion

herds. Land planted to corn on un s 
I to 10 per cent slope in Missouri and 
North Carolina loses from 15 toll tons 
of soil an acre annually. Land grow¬ 
ing hlucgrus.s or lespedeza loses only 
0.8 to 0.0 ton an acre. Similar re¬ 
sults were obtained lu a comparison of 
the native grass sod and cleaned tilled 
kaflir in central Kansas, and of cstion 
and grassland in southern states. De 
raying grass roots keep the soil i 
porous and favorable to the absorption 
of moisture. 

Stomach Worms in Lambs 

Experiments conducted at the North 
Carolina state college experiment sta¬ 
tion show that drenching for control 
of stomach worms in lambs Is abso¬ 
lutely necessary especially where the 
lambs have grazed on permanent pas¬ 
ture. This applies to all lumbs now 1 
on hand and the drenching should be 
continued until the first of November. 
The most practical method of control, 
however, Is to change pastures ns oft¬ 
en as possible and drench only when 
conditions show this to lie necessary. 
This method of control bus given ex¬ 
cellent results.
